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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Claims 22, 25-31 , and 33-41 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 23, 24, and 32 - are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Wakelin (AU200215588) in view of Lavelle (4,945,673). 
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Claim 23 - Wakelin discloses a wall skirting device adapted to be associated with 
a wall structure of a building comprising: 

an interior wall cladding (Fig. 15) carried by a wall frame (4,5) and in which a gap 
is provided between a bottom edge of said cladding and a bottom wall frame member of 
said frame, wherein said wall skirting device: 

is adapted to fit along and support said bottom edge of said wall cladding and 
cover said gap; 

includes a wall skirting member (1a) movable away from said wall structure to 
allow for access to said wall frame through said gap, whereby said wall skirting member 
is secured to said wall structure by magnetic coupling means (25); and 

Wakelin does not expressly disclose a bait container. However, Wakelin is in the 
field of termite and pest control (page 2, line 2), and Lavelle discloses that bait is placed 
in the wall structure if possible (col. 2, line 2). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
present invention was made to include the Lavelle-taught bait in Wakelin to exterminate 
vermin. 

Claim 24 - The magnetic coupling means includes a magnetic strip (29) affixed 
to a rearward facing surface of said skirting member and a complementary metal strip 
affixed to an outwardly facing surface of a horizontal frame member of said frame, 
magnetic attraction between the magnetic strip and metal strip holding said skirting 
member in place relative to said wall frame. 
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Claim 32 - A support framework (4) is attached along said bottom edge of said 
wall cladding and said wall skirting member is mountable to said support framework. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

As to any lack of suitability of Wakelin regarding collapsing plasterboard "when 
the bottom section is removed", it is unclear why this might occur, as the drywall is 
fastened to the stud.
